When I was a schoolgirl we used to 
look forward with great anticipation 
to our annual school exhibitions I do 
not know why the powers that wete 
then In authority made a distinction 
between a girl's reading her own essay 
and a girl s reciting a poem by some- 
body else, but this they did. Boys 
were required to declaim anl great 
stress was laid In their education on 
the cultivation of ease befoic an audi 
ence.

food Adulteration. 
Tbe American public will not se- 
rlously dispute tho statement of Sec- 
retary Wilson that it favor* the purity 
of the market basket. The only pos- 
sible difference can he as <o method. 
The adulteration of food has reached 
thai point where the people have a 
right to complain. Prices hate risen 
enormously within ihe past few 
years, and adulteration has become 
more frequent. Since It la generally 
believed that the purity of the article 
is destroyed in order that additional 
profit may go to some one other than 
the lonaumer. It eao readily be eeee 
that i ho people lose at both ends of 
the bargain. State law* have been 
effective in some Instanres In Penn- 
sylvania many dealers have been pun- 
ished for selllna: preserved sausage, 
but it Is possioie that many others 
bave not been brought to Justice. But 
sausage Is not the only food adulter- 
ated Foreign substances are declared 
by chemist* to have found their wsy 
into maoy other articles found on the 
ordinary table. So carefully la this 
adulteration carried on that It is not 
always discovered until the party who 
profits becomes careless through con- 
tinued success Without considering 
the moral phase of a practice that al 
low* a man to cheat tiis neighbor, ths 
evil effect* of adulteration might well 
be considered a field for uatlonal legis- 
lation What the influence of politics 
in the state may conceal it Is more 
Iban probable the effective work of 
fedenu officers will uncover. 



Barefoot Soldiers. 
Barefooted soldiers may socn foTB 
a novel featuro of the United States 
army. At any rate. Inspector General 
Burton has suggested that the e. clen- 
cy of the Philippine scouts woued be 
improved if they were required to go 
without shoes, especially In the field. 
That would be a return to the primi- 
tive state and custom* of the scout*, 
who In the olal days went about scant- 
ily stllred. with no uotiou of slock- 
ing* and shoe*, to »ay nothing of the 
military leggings which now grace the 
shanks or that valuable agent of the 
government, it may be advantageous, 
it is pointed out. to have Ihe scout 
equipped with s light canvas shoe for 
garrison use, but he Is considered a* 
at present altogether encumbered with 
tho weight of what most people, would 
regard as tno necessities of life, espe- 
cially «r the life in the field. It is re- 
ported that beyond the cioihing on the 
back of the smut, he does Dot need 
more than a blanket in which to wrap 
himself at night. Altogether there Is 
no mure e> ouomiral employe of the 
government, as far as requirements of 
i lie person are com turned, than this 
same scout In the Philippines 



►ARTH-S DECREASING YIELD 

Resource* of Nature at the Ptesent 
Time Will Eventually Be 
Exhausted. 

Tb-» danger of exhausting the 
?artn s resource* snd the duty owing 
lo the generation* yet 
poluted < iit by Prof Ni 
gate Shaler in a re 
and the Kartb " 

According to Prof ."baler the use of 
iron foui centum a ago was probably 
not ten pounds per capita each year. 1 
in the United States it Is now over 
MlO p. tin. is. and in a century, unless 
thu progress Is checked, it will be a 
ton. and the use of other metals grow* 
in a slmllsr scale. The production of 
coal in the same period In Europe and 
America lias Increased from a pound 
to two tons per capita Al the present 
rate the coal supply will be exhausted 
before the twenty third century. 

The case is still more serious as re- 
lates lo food supplies Tillage ex- 
poses the hoII lo the destructive srtlon 
of rain and Ihe crops take out soluble 
mln'-rals more rapidly than they are 
restored. In Italy Greece and Spain 
tli.- in. .isure or i ins damage Is dl<- 
tresslngly apparent, but It Is going on 
everywhere except In a few flat regions 
like England and Belgium. F.veti In 
Ihe pruirie lands of tbe Mlslsslppl val- 
ley this impoverishment Is already ap- 
parent. 

On the other hand, the human rare 
steadily grows, and Prof itbaler 
agree* with Malthus *o fax as to say 
that In a historic sense the wotld will 
anon be near the food limit But he 
holds that there will be s decrease in 
the birth rate, as in France, rather 
than an abasement In the mode of life, 
so that clearly President Koo:ievelt is 
fighting sgainst the current. 

Taking the world over, there is still 
room lor the doubling of the popula- 
tion How much additional soil msy 
be reclaimed from the sen or front 
morasses cunnot yet be accurately de- 
termined In Europe perhaps ten per 
cent In the Daltai Slates drainage 
may add 100,000 square miles, with a 
food giving value four times that of 
Illinois, and Irrigation may yield still 
further gain The world ovei drain- 
age and Irrigation may yet provide 
soil to feed the entire present popula 
lion. 

In water power North America I* 
better off than any other continent. 
Next come* Africa with the Nile. 
Zambesi the Congo and the Niger. 
The eastern face of the Andes also has 
great possibilities, and the southern 
slope of the Himalayas The river*, of 
the earth promise to supply more 
power than is now derived from all 
sources and will be rapidly developed 
as coal falls. 

Gold and silver are relatively unim- 
portant and there seems to be all the 
lead that the world Is likely to need 
for a long time— If war* can be nbol- 
lsned. Tin la likely to be substantial- 
ly exhausted by theeud of the century, 
but zinc which is more important. Is 
also more abundant. Of the minor 
metals, mercury and platinum give the 
most concern Aside from the metals 
sulphur is. perhaps, the most lui|*>r- 
tant mineral and ihe supply from vol- 
canl" and other source" seem* ade- 
quate. A continued supply of nitrates 
may be hoped for by drawing upon the 
air

CAPITALS MADE TO ORDER. 

Australia Is to Follow the Examples 

of the United States and 
Russia. 

The Australian commonwealth, tak- 
ing a lear from the history of the 
L'nlted States, has derided to bull* a 
cew capital which shall be free from 
he Influences of either of the great 
»e<:tons. It will build the '.apt'a. lit- 
erally flora the ground up and has 
selected a site not far from thi pretty 
village of Dalgety, on the Mnow? river. 
Dalgety might have slumbered In pas- 
toral obscurity for the next Tiundred 
years but for the assumed necessity of 
Australia to have a capital In a place 
which nature had designed Tor a Til- 
luge. It is 30 miles from the nearest 
railroad station and even when that 
distance Is spanned by the iron way 
still further iwmneeiie.ria nt'.iol be built 
to link It with the main Victorian sys- 
tem. Henry Stead. In the Independent, 
estimates thai cost or the railroad con- 
struction entailed will be $8,300,000 
and that water supply, public build- 
ings and land purchase will carry the 
total or the expenditures for the new- 
capital up to $28,000,000. After the

FASTENERS FOR COMBS. 

Convenient and Practical Methods of 
Retaining the Comb In the 



During all theae years, eapeclally 
during thu Oral thre or four yuara of 
my bee keeping, writes n correspond- 
ent of OleanltiRs in Dee Culture, 1 have 
tried varloua ways of fastening comb* 
in rratnes. and have aettled on what I 
consider the most practical method 1 
am acquainted with. 

I have two different methods, one for 
fastening whole combs or large pieces, 
aa In transferring, and the other to 
patch up, like fastening a narrow atrip 
ut the bottom between comb and hot- 
torn bar. where the trees failed to make 
the connection. To do the former I 
used little sticks about one eighth by 
one-quarter Incn. as long as the frame 
la deep, with three-sixteenths projec- 
tion above and below. They are faa- 
tened In palm with little pieces of 
stovepipe wire. n«u something like the 
reversed l-tter H aftr the hook !a bent. 
It takes about th.-to Inches of wire to 
make the hooks, which should be 
shaped over a form to make them all 
alike A little bench, made of a com- 
mon board aa wide as the frame la 
deep, is a great convenience to help 
do this work rapidly. When lbs rwib 
la fitted Into the frame, which !s done 
by laying the frame on the com*' and 
cutting around lnalde the frame. ons» of 
the little atlcka la slipped under the 
comb wherever the auppor'. hi needed, 
another Is laid right over It, and with 
two books the projecting end* are 
rlaaped together It generally takes 
two palts of aticks If one large piece 
la to be fastened, If more smaller 
three or even four pairs may bo

It has remained for the Germans to 
design and build a real war car- 
one well able to take care of itself at 
the to ut and sufficiently armored to 
protect its operator and crew from 
rifle and rapid-tire bullets. 

Thiit car has a conning tower and 
carries a rapid fire gun. and ia rootuy 
enough to accommodate its crew of 
two runners am] a driver, whose seat 
may be lowered when the car goes 
Into action. Light pressed steel la 
used n* a covering for the motor hood, 
aud i be sam< material Is used to shield 
the gears and the driver's seat. Need - 
less in say. tbe conning tower la also 
covered in the «ame way The steel 
la scarcely one-half Inch thick, and 
the whole conveyauco weighs little 
more than ibe heavier types of tour- 
ing cars. 

The driver Is seated in a compart- 
ment separate from Ihe tower part, 
but may enter ll through a connecting 
door Two small openings in the 
front give him an opportunity to sea 
tbe road before him and to guide ths 
car. A smaller opening between his 
compartment and the tower permits 
the gunner to direct him. An outside 
door fastened on the interior, per- 
mits him to leave the car if he so 
desires Ammunition Is stored away 
lu compact compartments. 

The top of the lower, through which 
the gM is pointed, can be rotated so 
that the fire can be directed to any 
quarter The gun by its machinery 
can be projected or withdrawn from 
the < tiening as desired. The wheels 
are mi. 'Hllied with half-Inch steel. 

All four wheels are direct driven, 
then- oclng two differentials and two 
transverse springs. By thla arrange* 
nicut ihe vehicle can be started and 
run over any kind of road, and ex- 
periments which have already been 
mad- showed that It can easily climb 
a tio per cent, grade, can go down 
Into a ditch and come out again with- 
out cny difficulty, while crossing a 
roug'i field was quite within its possi- 
bilities.

TEACHING BUTTER MAKING. 

College Course That It Popular with 
Young- Women of tht 
Central West. 

Scores of young women, married 
and single, are taking uJ»ania.o ot 
the Instruction offered by (be agricul- 
tural colleges In the art of butter 
making, ie|«irta tho Chicago Tribunu. 

During (hit fall clauses are being 
taught at tho Illinois College at Ur- 
bana. and at Purdue, In Indiana. At 
one time (hero was a rlaaa of ten 
women. Nino weru married women 
of middle age, one was single. The 
agricultural colleges of the central 
went are making butter on a largu 
scale. In other years they operated 
miniature plants In which only a 
tmall quantity of butter would bo 
made. In Illinois tho college receives 
about COO pounds of cream daily. The 
Indiana Institution In two churnluga 
h week turns out 2,5(M» pounds of lino 
butter. Both Institutions bare their 
r. putatiou on tho brand of their prod- 
uct. 

In Indiana the college virtually hat 
two schools, ono In which it teaches 
1 tbe creaiuerlex bow to make ggpe U:t- 
| ter, and In tho other lessons are given 
| to tho Individuals, farme's' wlv.-a und 
daughters. All of the butter that la 
ma le Is disposed ot in the towns in 
which the Institutions arc located at 
the highest market price, and In (he 
case of the Indiana Institution tho 
farmers share in the procc.ds. 

Students in butter uiukinK are taught 
O great deal about taking cure of the 
machinery that now is employed in 
the work. There are a acore or more 
separators. A student la taught how 
to take either or the oii"s most ua?d 
apart. r|i an and oil them, and put 
tbem together agiln. There alto are 
a great variety ur chums and atlttM 
arorkeri. 

The lesron beglnt at the door, where 
tbe cream Is received and weighed, 
boated, paFteurlicd. cooled and con- 
vert.. I into butter. After It la worked It 
Is coo dented Into bricks or prints, 
wrapped in paraffined paper, and then 
enclosed in a paraffined p. .per hux, 
when It is ready to be sold. 

Men or women who want to go Into 
the creamery bualncss are m ight how 
to produce butter on a large scale by 
actually dolnu Iho work. That Is the 
reason that (he colleges go into but- 
ler making to extensively, for tho 
process rinm t be Illustrated vnlets 
they do so. The use of all or the 
most modern machinery of the cream- 
eries is taught rrom the begiunlng to 
the end. 

A gnat d'-al ot careful Instruction 
it imparted In the matter or putting 
the product Into prints or ..ricks. Brlrk 
aales are steadily increasing. It is be- 
lieved that there is an advantage in 
buying a pound brick over the pur- 
chase vf either a pound or hair pound 
ot tub butter. It la claimed that a 
pound or print will go more than 
twice aa fai as two halt pounds. There 
are many Ingenious contrivances lor 
moulding the product into |>ri..ts and 
for wrapping it.

It define* policies, or Insurance con- 
tracts, as Instrumentalities or com- 
merce and provides ror the regula- 
tion ol the business through the me- 
dium or s controller of Insurance and 
along lines similar to the control ex- 
ercised over national banks. The su- 
thor says he believes this will go far 
toward meeting the objections or thoso

All wanted to 
get out at once, and men. women and 
children alike were knocked down and 
trampled upon by those pushing from 
behind.

The pas- 
tor bad Just concluded hi* sermon, 
the text of which was: "Why Sit 
Here Cntll We Die?"

Ky , Jan. 22.— Seated up 
on a chair in the squalid little shack 
where be had lived for years on 13th 
street .near Garrard avenue. John 
Mnys, one of the most unique charac- 
ters In the? city, was found dead. A. 
fl . .. rt rifle bullet, which had entered 
the back or his head and passed 
through the brain, hnd castsi' 1 his 
death. Tho rifle, which belonged to a 
tourder. was found beneath the aged 
man s bed. but so far the police have 
been unable to secure any trace of the 
murderer. Coroner Tarvln held an In- 
quest and ordered tho police to arrest 
Edward Emerson, aged 32 years, the 
boarder at the Mays shack und the 
owner of the rifle.
